1. SUMMARY - TAIPEI PRESS GAVE PROMINENT NEWS COVERAGE 
AND EDITORIAL COMMENT COMMUNIQUE SECRETARY KISSINGER'S 
PEKING VISIT. KMT'S OFFICIAL CENTRAL DAILY NEWS 

SAID PRESIDENT FORD'S SCHEDULED PEKING VISIT ONLY 
SUBSTANTIVE RESULT. INFLUENTIAL CHINA TIMES AGREED 
BUT WARNED SPECULATED TENG HSIAO-PING WASHINGTON VISIT 
BEARS CLOSE WATCHING. PAPERS CARRIED MOFA SPOKESMAN 
COMMENT: "GROC HAS REPEATEDLY MADE KNOWN FIRM STAND ON 
VARIOUS CONTACTS BETWEEN U.S. AND CHINESE COMMUNIST 
REGIME. THIS STAND REMAINS UNCHANGED." END SUMMARY. 

2. KMT’S OFFICIAL CENTRAL DAILY NEWS (220,000) SAID 
PRESIDENT FORD’S SCHEDULED VISIT PEIPING 1975 ONLY SUBSTANCE 
COMMUNIQUE SECRETARY KISSINGER'S VISIT. PAPER SAID KISSINGER 
WENT PEIKING EXPLAIN VLADIVOSTOK MEETING, HOPING MINIMIZE 
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MAOIST ANXIETY AND DISSUADE MAOIST RADICALS TAKING U.S.- 
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RUSSIAN MEETING AS EXCUSE "BLIND” ADVENTURE IN INTERNAL 
CHINA STRUGGLE. KISSINGER ALSO WANTED CLOSEUP VIEW TRUE 
PICTURE MAOIST POWER STRUGGLE. REITERATION SHANGHAI 
COMMUNIQUE PLAINLY ROUTINE DIPLOMATIC MOVE BY U.S. SIDE. 
FORD'S 1975 VISIT NOT ORIGINALLY INCLUDED KISSINGER'S 
PLAN. ACCORDING NEWS LEAKS BY U.S. SIDE, MAOISTS INITIATED 
VISIT PROPOSAL WITH KISSINGER AGREEING AFTER OBTAINING 
WASHINGTON O.K. COOL ANALYSIS REVEALS MAOISTS' ANXIOUS 
FRIENDSHIP AND FORD'S ACCEPTANCE INVITATION REPRESENTED 
COINCIDING OF INTERESTS BOTH SIDES. BUT INVITATION 
REFLECTED MAOIST DIFFICULTIES AND CONTRADICTIONS. MAO 
REFUSED MEET KISSINGER THIS TIME TO SHOW PRIDE AND 
COOLNESS. LACK MAOIST CLAMORING OVER ' TAIWAN ISSUE" 
ACTUALLY LOW-POSTURE DISPLAY TACIT CONSENT FACTS OF LIFE. 
BUT SHOULD NEVER BE TAKEN SIGN MAOISTS ABANDONING 
DESIGNS TAIWAN. FORD INVITATION COULD MEAN TRICKY 
"CIRCUITOUS OFFENSIVE” TO MOUSETRAP U.S. KMT PAPER 
HOPED FORD MAINTAINS LOFTY POSITION AS HEAD GREAT 
NATION, BE WISE ENOUGH DISTINGUISH FRIEND FROM FOE AND 
FIRMLY ADHERE U.S. TREATY COMMITMENTS. 

3. INFLUENTIAL CHINA TIMES (280,000) AND OFFICIAL 

CENTRAL DAILY NEWS DECEMBER 2 REPORTED KISSINGER'S BRIEFING 
JAPAN'S KIMURA AS HINTING FORD 1975 PEKING VISIT WON'T 
PRODUCE ANYTHING STARTLING, MEANING NO RECOGNITION PRC, 

AS INTERPRETED BY JAPANESE FOREIGN MINISTRY SOURCES. 

4. TA HUA EVENING NEWS (60,000) QUOTED TAIPEI DIPLOMATIC 
SOURCES SAYING EXPECTED NO DEVELOPMENT U.S.-PRC RELATIONS 
FOLLOWING KISSINGER VISIT SINCE SITUATIONS COMMUNIST 
CHINA AND THROUGHOUT WORLD NO LONGER SAME AS AT TIME 
NIXON SIGNED SHANGHAI COMMUNIQUE. 

5. MOFA SPOKESMAN TOLD PAPERS: "THE GROC HAS REPEATEDLY 
MADE KNOWN ITS FIRM STAND ON THE VARIOUS CONTACTS BETWEEN 
THE U.S. AND THE CHINESE COMMUNIST REGIME. THIS STAND 
REMAINS UNCHANGED." 

6. TA HUA EVENING NEWS EDITORIALLY MAINTAINED THAT EVEN 
HEAVEN DISCUSTED WITH KISSINGER'S PEIKING DEEDS AS HE 
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FAILED RECEIVE ECHOS FROM HANDCLAPPING IN HEAVENLY ALTAR. 
PAPER REFUTED GENERAL FEELINGS PEIPING SEEMED NO LONGER 
PUSHING HARDLINE AGAINST CONTINUING U.S. RECOGNITION 
OF ROC. HOW CAN MAOISTS BE ALLOWED TORPEDO TRADITIONAL 
ROC-U.S. FRIENDSHIP WHILE U.S. MAINTAINS ROC TREATY 
COMMITMENTS ON BASIS OF ITS OVERALL POLITICAL AND WAR 
STRATEGY RATHER THAN BASIS MAOIST PRESSURE, PAPER ASKED. 
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7. CHINA TIMES NOVEMBER 30 NOTED TWO IMPORTANT FACTS: 

(1) BREZHNEV REJECTED MAOIST PROPOSAL FOR TROOP WITHDRAWALS 
AND NON-AGGRESSION PACT IMMEDIATELY AFTER FORD LEFT SOVIET 
UNION AND (2) TENG HSIAO-PING REVEALED TO WESTERNERS 
U.S. WARNED PEKING LEAST THREE TIMES LAST AUGUST AND 
SEPTEMBER POSSIBLE SOVIET INVASIONS BASED SATELLITE

ALL FACTS INDICATE KISSINGER VISIT ACHIEVED NOTHING MORE 
CONCRETE THAN FORD VISIT DECISION. EVIDENCE SHOWED 
KISSINGER CARRIED NO FULL MANDATE THIS TRIP. HOWEVER, 

SPECULATED WASHINGTON MEETING WHICH TENG HSIAO PING MENTIONED 
AND TO WHICH KISSINGER CONSENTED BEARS CLOSE WATCHING. 

HIGH-POSITIONED MAOIST MAY BREAK GROUND FOR FORD VISIT 
BY VISITING WASHINGTON FIRST.

1 1 . INDEPENDENCE EVENING POST (40,000) NOTED AMICABLE 
ATMOSPHERE VLADIVOSTOK MEETING AS EVIDENCING STRENGTH 
U.S.-USSR DETENTE OVERRIDING MAOIST DISRUPTIVE TACTICS 
OR THREATS AND INDICATING PRIORITY U.S.-SOVIET RELATIONS 
COMPARED U.S. MAOIST TIES. 

12. ENGLISH-LANGUAGE CHINA POST (30,000) NOTING SECRETARY 
KISSINGER "BACK FROM HELL," SAID HIS GREATEST "ACHIEVEMENT" 
THIS TIME WAS ARRANGING THE FORD VISIT. "... THIS, AS WE 
HAVE POINTED OUT BEFORE, IS CLEARLY A CONTINUATION OF 
RICHARD NIXON'S STUPID FOREIGN POLICY. OBSTINACY, WHICH 

IS INVARIABLY BORN OF IGNORANCE, IS REALLY LIKE AN
